REMEMBER to have read in fome phi- 
lofopher (I believe in Thom Brown's 
works) that let a man’s character, fenti- 
ments, or complexion, be whatthey will, 
fhe can find company in London to match 
them.

Park, with whofe groans he may mix his own, 
and pathetically talk of the weather. If he be paf- 
fionate, he may vent his- rage among the old ora- 
tors at Slaughter’s coffeehoute, and damon the na- 
tion thar keeps him from flarving. If phlegmatick, 
he fitin filence at the Hum drum club in Ivy- 
laney arid *iF ones mad, be: may find very 
good cotnpany at Bedlam, or the Foundery, ready 
10 cultivare a nearer acquaintance. ’ 

But although fuch as have a knowledge of 
the ‘town, may eafily clafs themfelyes with 
tempers congenial to their own; a country- 
man who comes to-live in London finds nothing 
more difficult. With — to myfelf, none e-

An aét tor granting to his Majefly a DUTY 
upon LICENCES tor RETAILING BEER, ALE, 
and other EXCISEABLE LIQUORS, ‘&c. ‘It is 
enaéted, that from aridafter the featt of Eafter, 
756, there fhall ‘be, throughout che kingdom of 
Gteat Britain, railed, levied, collected, and paid to 
his. Majefty, his heirs,-and fucecffors, a duty of 
TWENTY SHILLINGS ‘tor every piece of vellum 
or parchment, or fheet or piece of paper, on which 
thal! be engreffed, written, or ‘printed, any licence 
for its alc, beer, or other excifeable liquors by 
retail. 

And itis further enacted, That every perfon in 
that part of Great Britain, called Scotland, who fhall 
keep an ale-honte, tippling-houfe, or vidualling. 
houfe, or fhall-fell ale,-beer, or other excifeable li. 
quors by retail, without being licenfed thereunto, 
according to'the direGions of -the (aid a&, and thall 
be thereof convi@ed, within-one month after fuch 
oftence comimitted by any two Juftices of the peace 
of the thire or ftewartry, or by any two Magi. 
ftrates'in any royal burgh, where fuch oftender 
{hall refide or be licenfed, every fuch’ oftendér (halt 
forfeit and pay, for che firft offence, the fum of five 
thillings, for the fecond oftence the fum of ten thik 
lings, and for the third oftenice the fur of tweur 
thillings, and thal, after the faid third offence, te 
incapable of Keeping an ale-houfe, tippling-houfe, 
or yidualing-houfe, or of felling ale, beer, or o- 
ther excileable liquors ‘by rézail, by virtue of any 
licence granted before fuch conviction, or of hav's 
any licence for fuch purpofe, thercafter, and 
if any {uch offender, thall continue to commit 
any of the forefaid offences, then {uch offender 
fhall, tor every oftence fubfequent ro his third cone 
vidion, forfeit and pay the tum of forty thillings 
all which ‘refpeétive penalties and’ forfeitures ma 
be levied by diftrefs and fale of the goods ent 
chattels of every fuch offender (rendering to him
